COMPETITIVE BID LAW 
FOR HOSE DISREGARDED 


Committee Finds, However, 
That This Same Method 
Was Employed Before W. B. 


Cummings’ Administration. 


The city aldermen named by Alder- 


‘man John E. McClelland in his “graft” 


charges to Mayor James G. Woodward 
and council were exonerated by the 
probe committee in its report submit- 
ted through Judge John S. Candler 
yesterday afternoon. 

The accused in the McClelland 
charges were Aldermen F. J. Spratling, 
of the Seventh ward; James W. Mad- 
dox, of the Fifth ward, and I. N. Rags- 
dale, of the Tenth ward. 

The charges were that Alderman 
Spratling borrowed money from James 
[. Lynch, Poole & McCullough, and 
Albert Steiner, near-beer dealers, on 
the assurance that he would be made 
chairman of the police committee by 
Mayor Courtland Winn, in 1911. 


Charges Against Aldermen. 

That Alderman Maddox used his in- 
fluence to secure subcontracts from 
contractors on city work. 

That Alderman Ragsdale formed a 
“dummy” partnership under the name 
of J. R. Lawhon and company, and en- 
gaged in the barter and sale of live 
stock for the fire, sanitary and con- 
struction departments: 

Chairman J. H. Harwell, of the fire 
department investigating committee, 
submitted a report on the’ charges 
made by Mayor Wocdward of alleged 
irregularities in the purchase of hose 
and equipment for the fire department. 

The committee absolved Chief Cum- 
mings of the charge made by R. E. 
Davidson, agent of the Webb Fire Ap- 
pratus company, that he accepted a 
present of $400 after® the sale of the 
DeKalb avenue fire engine. 

The committee stated that it did 
not believe the testimony that a re-~- 
‘bate of ten per cent was offered the 
board of fire masters whem it was dis- 
cussing the bids for an engine for 
station No. 13. 

Sustains Weoodward’s Statement. 

The committee sustained the charge 
of Mayor Woodward that there was 
not a line about the No. 13 engine deal 
in the city hall, but explains that the 
fire masters accepted the bi dof the 
La France company for $9,000 and 
agreed to accept the engine only if 
it proved satisfactory. 

As to the charge that the law 
quiring competitive bids in the pur- 
chase of hose was disregarded, the 
committee also sustained the mayor, 
but calls attention to the fact that 
the same method was employed prior 
to Chief Cumming’s administration 
and during Chief Joyner’s term. The 
committee says the city did not. los» 
money on rebates. It states that Chief 
Cummings bought nearly 500 feet less 
during his term than Chief Joyner. 

It also calls attention to the de- 
struction of nearly 4,000 feet at the 
Terminal station fire and equipping 
twe new stations by Chief Cummings. 

As to the Rebates. « 

As to the rebates allowed, the com- 
mittee declares that the warrants and 
vouchers show that what rebates were 
received were paid intd the treas- 
ury. 

Both reports were addpted. 

Councilman Albert Thomson, imme- 
diately following the treading and 
adoption of the repert on the charges 
against Spratling, Maddox and Rags- 
dale, asked that the committee be 
allowed to stand. 

“Since the investigation started 
charges against Aldermam McClelland 
have been hinted at, and it might be 
well for the .committee to stand,” he 
said.

BIG POND AT MILLTOWN 


THREATENED LIFE 


Jesse Mercer Confers With 
Governor Relative to Sus- 
pending Officials Said to Be 
in Sympathy With Them. 


CAUSE-OF THE TROUBLE 


Many People in Berrien and 
Lowndes Counties Have’! 
Been Fishing Without Con-| 
sent of Owners. | 


The clash between the 
the law and some of the people of 
Beprien and Lowndes counties, who 
persist in fishing in the great pond 
at Milltown, came to a serious climax 
last Saturday, according to report 
made by Game and Fish Commissioner 
Jesse E. Mercer to the governor yes- 
terday. 

Commissioner Mercer's special war- 
den, M. F. Boisclair, returned to At- 
lanta from Milltown Monday morning 
with the statement that his Hfe had 
been threat ned, that he had been 
cursed and abused and that he had 
been arrested and his pistol taken 
from him. He says that a mob of 200 
or 300 people ordered him to leave the 
county. 

Says Climax Has Been Reached. 

Commissioner Mercer says that eith- 
er the law must be upheld or the 
authorities acknowledge themselves 
unable to cope with the situation. 

“I am going to enforce the law,” he 
stated, “if I have to camp on the 
bank of the pond all summer, spend 
every dollar in my department and 
ca]l upon the governor for assistance.” 

“My wardens have been int{midated,” 
says the commissioner, “their lives 
have been threatened and the local 
authorities are too much in sympathy 
with the lawless fishers to give me 
any assistance. Certain lawless~ ele- 
ments persist in fishing in the Berrien 
county pond, and the law directs me to 
put a stop to it, and I am going to 
do it.’ 

He said he had conferred with the 
g¢vernor in regard to the suspension 
of certain county officials who had 
failed to help him enforce the law. 

Greatest Fish Pond in Georgia. 

At Milltown there is located the 
greatest fish pond in Georgia. It cov- 
ers eight thousand acres and is filled 
with the finest of fish, including the 
large-mouth bass the large-speckled 
perch, the blue and red-bellied bream 
and every other kind of fish known to 
Gecrgia waters except the mountain 
and rainbow trout. The fish are plen- 
tiful and it is a great temptation to 
catch them. : 

In the large “body of land covered 
by the water there are numerous and 
conflicting land claims, but the pond 
itself, that is the water rights, have 
for almost. a century been under the 
control of the Banks family. Those 
who claim some of the land covered by 
the water believe they have right to 
fish in the pond. And there are many 
others who have no claim at al] who 
believe they have the right to fish, 
because the fish are there and plenti- 
ful and are good for food. 

Under an act of the legislature of 
1911, regarding the preservation of 
game and fish, secti@n second, the 
commissiéner -is required to prohibit 
people from fishing in any pond unless 
the consent of the landowner is given. 
That law, according to Commissi-ner 
Mercer, has been openly and continu- 
ously violated at Milltown fcr many 
Years, despite many arrests and con- 
victions. 

A part of the great fish. pond lies on 
the line Detween Berrien and Lowndes 
counties and at a point far remote 
from both county seats, and it has 
been a very difficult matter for the 
county wardens under the game and 
fish commissioner to enforce the law. 

According to Commissioner Mercer, 
‘this lécal wardens were “unable to 
cope with the situation,” and he adds 
that, perhaps, ‘they were influenced 
too much locally, or did not care to 
take too much risk.” 

“About a month ago,” states Com: 
missioner Mercer, “I sent a warden to 
Milltown from an adjoining county, 
but he was so greatly intimidated 
that he accomplished nothing. Re- 
peated appeals have been made to 
me by R. T. Berryhill, who is in charge 
of the property for the Banks estate, 
and I decided that the time had at 
last come for something definite to be 
done. So I detailed M. F. Boisclair, 
one of my Atlanta assistants, to go 
to Milltown. Mr. Boisclair was for- 
merly my warden in Whitfield county 
and I know him to be a most excel- 
lent official, and a brave and fearless 
man. The fishermen in Berrien and 
Lowndes counties had become defiant, 
so long had they had access to the 
fish pond, and I instructed Mr. Bois- 
calir to act carefully but to en- 
force the law. He is back in Atlanta 
after a most exciting experience. He 
swore out twenty-two warrants 
against persons for fishing in the pond. 
He says he was warned to leave Mill- 
town just as quick as he could get 
away, and he found public sentiment 
so strong against him that he with- 
drew the warrants in the justice 
courts and went to Nashville, the 
county seat of Berrien, and again 
swore them out. While he was talking 
to the justice of the peace in Nash- 
ville, he states, he was surrounded by 
a mob of between 20Q and 300 people, 
who made all sorts of threats. He 
says that Mayor Pafford shook a finger 
in his face and called him names. The 
mayor then ordered his arrest without 
a warrant, he says, and had him 
searched and his pistol taken. Two 
bondsmen wére required, and only one, 
R. T. Berryhill, could be found. Just 
in the nick to time T. J. Luke, my Ben 
Hill warden, whom [I had wired to 
go to Boisclair, and arrived on the 
scene in an auto and signed the bond. 
That was all that kept my man and 
an officer of the law out of jail.” °* 

Commissioner Mercer says the twen- 
ty-two warrants are still in force and 
the cases will be tried on May 19 at 
Nashville. ° 

“And I am going there,” concluded 
the commissioner, “and I intend to en- 
force the law and put a stop to the 
lawless fishing at Milltown if I have 
to camp out all summer and spend all 
the money at command and call on

Chicago, May 5.—Segregation of 
commercialized vice was declared to 
have been proved a failure, and a 
police campaign aiming at ultimate an- 
nihilation of the social evil in Chicago, 
was recommended in the preliminary 
report of a special commission of the 
city council here tonight.

Littie Kingdom Puts Question 
of the Future of Scutari in 
the Hands of the European 


Powers. 


TENSION IS RELIEVED 
IN EUROPE’S CAPITALS 


Action of Montenegro Does 
Away With the Fear of a 
General War Over the Bal- 


kan Problem. 


London, May 5.—King Nicholas, of 
Montenegro, having placed the future 
of Scutari in the hands of the Euro-. 
pean powers, the settlement of the 
Albanian trouble now depends upon 
whether Essad Pasha and Djavid 
Pasha will obey the orders sent by 

e swhlime porte to withdraw their 
armies to the Turkish empire. It is 
believed that as Montenegro has 
abandoned Scutari Essad Pasha will 
recognize the futility of his aspira- 
tions to the kingship of Albania in the 
face of the threatened Austro-Italian 
expedition to expel him. “ 

One of the amDassadors at the close 
of the ambassadorial conference here 
today said: 

“The situation is saved and the 
crisis is past. The reported Austro- 
Italian action in Albania has no point 
now.” . 

Anoth@ meeting of the ambassa- 
dorial conference will be held on 
Thursday, when arrangements with 
regard to the future of Scutari and 
Albania will be discussed. 

Relieved the Tension. 

The decision reached by King Nicho- 
las at the last moment had the effect 
of relieving immediately the tension 
in European politics. It caused un- 
bounded satisfaction to diplomats and 
the general public. The stock ex- 
change responded at once. 

At the close of the ambassadors’ 
conference in London today an official 
communication was issued reading as 
follows: 

“The fact that the king of Monte- 
negro has placed the fate of Scutari in 
the hands of the powers ‘is a matter 
of great satisfaction. The govern- 
ments of the powers will now con- 
sider what arrangements shall be 
nude in the immediate future in re- 
gard to the town.” 

The telegram from King Nicholas to 
Sir Edward Grey, the British foreign 
secretary, announcing that he had sur- 
rendered was as follows: 

‘My dignity and that of my people 
do not allow me to submit to fsolated 
orders. I therefore place the destiny 
of Scutari in the hands of the great 
powers.” 

NO CONDITIONS MENTIONED BY 
THE RULER OF MONTENEGRO 

Berlin, May 5.—No conditions were 
mentioned by Montenegro today when 
she informed the German foreign of- 
fice that she had decided to place Scu- 
tari in the hands of the powers. 

On the other hand, the foreign office 
says there is no evidence that any 
concrete step in this direction has yet 
been taken, and doubt is expressed by 
officials as to the veracity of the re- 
ports that Montenegro has already 
evacuated the city. 

No date for the evacuation of Scu- 
tari by the Montenegrin troops was 
given in the communication received 
here from Cettinje, but there is reason 
to believe that the German minister 
in the Montenegrin capital received 
assurances from King Nicholas that 
the first steps would be taken within 
24 hours. 

Further details of the intentions of 
Montenegro may be forthcoming dur- 
ing the conference of ambassadors in 
London : today. 

News received from the German 
minister at Cettinje and the strength 
of the Vienna market confirmed the 
belief of Berlin financial circles that 
a peaceful settlement was in sight. 


KING NICHOLAS HAD SWORN 
NEVER TO SURRENDER SCUTARI 


Cettinje, Montenegro, May 56.—King 
Nicholas, of Montenegro, decided to- 
day to evacuate the fortress of Scutari 
in response to the demands of the Eu- 
ropean powers. 3 

When he took possession of Scutari 
on April 23 after a six months’ siege, 
which cost the Hves of thousands of 
Montenegrins and Turks, King Nicho- 
las declared that he would hold the 
city until the last drop of Montenegrin 
blood had. been shed. As the Euro- 
pean powers had decided previously 
that Scutari was to form part of the 
future autonomous state of Albania, a 
crisis was brought about, and the pow- 
ers immediately brought strong 
pressure to bear to force him and his 
troops to evacuate the place. In the 
meanwhile Austria took energetic steps 
to enforce. the powers’ decision, and 
concentrated large bodies of troops in 
Bosnia, Herzeovina and Dalmatia. 
The powers, in the interim, instituted 
a blockade of the Montenegro coast. 
All these demonstrations, however, 
seemed not to affect the determination 
of King Nicholas. 

Some of the Montenegrin troops 
were withdrawn from Scutari in or- 
der, it was said, to resist a possible 
Austrian advance. Then word came 
that Austria and Italy had entered 
into an agreement to stlve the AlI-

He 
had known her ever since she first 
was employed with the concern. A 
stormy scene is said to have énsued 
during the interrogation to which he 
was subjected at headquarters. Toa 
reporter for The Constitution, he last 
night declared that Scott and Solici- 
tor Dorsey charged him with hav- 
ing accepted a bribe from Frank’s 
counsel for the story he was telling 
of the visit to the factory. 

He says he retorted to the charge: 

“Show me the mar that says I took 
a bribe, and I'll whip him on the 
spot.” : 

Quinn was seen last night by a re- 
porter for The Constitution when he 
returned to his home from police 
headquarters. When asked if Frank’s 
statement were true, he said:

Washington, May 5.—Contempt of 


court jidgments against Samuel Gom- 
pers, John Mitchell and Frank Morri- 
son, for their violation of a court's in- 
junction in the noted Buck Stove and 
Range case were affirmed today by the 
district court of appeals, but the jall 
sentences imposed Were held to have 
been too severe, so the court 
Compers’ sentence from one 
thirty days, and decreed that Mitchell 
and Morrison sheuld merely be fined 
$500 each. The lower court sentenced 
Mitchell to nine months and Morri- 
son to six. The supreme court of the 
United States undoubtedly will be ask- 
ed to again review the decision. 

Chief Justice Dasenled. 

Unlike previous decisions in this case 
which have been unanimously against 
the labor leaders, the court of ap- 
peals was divided. Chief Justice Shep- 
pard dissented, held that the whole 
cision should be reversed, that con- 
tempt of a federal court was a criminal 
offense, and that the state of limita- 
tions had run in the case. 

Justice Van Orsdel, who 
in the majority opinion, held 
refusal of Mitchell to assure 
court -of his intention to obey the 
mandate of inferior courts in the fu- 
ture was “important in measuring tne 
intent and temper of the respendents” 

With that, the dissenting chief jus- 
tice disagreed, saving in his opinion: 

“IT am unable to see how the refusal 
to apoligize for an act, the commission 
of which has been expressly denied 
shows a reprehensible intent tem- 
per. On the contrary, it seems to me 
the natural conduct of a self-respecting 
man. Having sworn that he neither 
disoheyed nor intended to disobey the 
mandate of the eourt, a eonfession 
that he had done would be a solemn 
admission of the commission of wilful 
perjury.”

PEACE DELEGATES

Plans to Be Made for Celebrat-' 


ing Centenary of the 
Treaty of Ghent. 


New York, May 5.—New York for-

AS TO WHOSE OX IS GORED. 


Suppose that California had today a Jap 
population almost as large as her white 
population; suppose, further, that she was 
threatened mot with the ownership by 
Japs of merely a few paltry acres of land, 
but by the proposition to put each one of 
these Japs upon an exact plane of equality 
with the white freeholders; to give them 
the ballot; to make them eligible to hold 
office; to make laws; to enforce laws; to 
sit as judges and jurors. The little land- 
ownership trifle is now causing California 
to fill the land with roars. What would 
she do if the entire proposition, as we 
have outlined it, was forced on her? Imag- 
ination falters. 

Fifty yeans is a long time im the past, 
but the journey is easy when memory holds 
so many tragic reminders. Fifty years 
ago the south had the hot end of the propo- 
sition-we have laid down—except that the 
negro is not, of course, comparable to the 
‘Jap in intelligence, heredity and respect 
of law and order—and the position Cali- 
fornia then assumed was exactly opposite 
to her present position. She then thought 
* proper, not simply to let the freed negro 
purchase a few acres of land—which the 
southern whites were glad to have them 
do—but to give into the hands of a million 
negroes just free from slavery and scarcely 
a generation from the jungle the full rights 
of American citizenship; the same right 
to vote with his former master; the same 
right to hold office; to sit on juries and

A JUST VERDICT. 

By unanimous vote council has accepted 
the report of its investigating committee 
and acquitted its three members—Messrs.

The men under fire are well-known citi- 
zens. While The Constitution has differed 
with them regarding public matters before 
them as councilmen, we have never doubted 
their honesty; the searching investigation 
from which they have emerged has cer- 
tainly given us no reason to change that 
attitude. It is, perhaps, just as well that 
the investigation has been held. The air 
has been cleared of gossip and rumors and 
the accusations of criminal offense, gravely 
fashioned from hearsay and loose talk, 
have been resolved into nothingness. The 
aspersion Was been lifted and a scandal 
tempest in a teapot has been allowed to 
blow itself out of existence.

END OF A FIASCO. 


News dispatches report today that the 
supreme court of the United States yesterday 
dismissed the case of the government against 
The Atlanta Journal, involving alleged viola- 
tion of the postal regulations. The verdict 
of the court Was unanimous. 

This is an end to the miserable effort 
of Hitchcock and his bureaucratic spies to 
involve The Journal in a manner which 
was overwhelmingly resented by the public, 
not only because the people knew that the 
management of The Journal was nof in- 
yolved in any petty swindle to save a few 
dollars in mail payments, but more particu- 
larly for the reason that the Hitcheock pro- 
cedure against legitimate business was a 
departure entirely new in federal admwin- 
istrative methods in this country. 

It will be recalled that when The Journal 
was first apprised of the fact that it was 
to be the victim of Hitchcock’s animus the 
information came in the nature of an in- 
dictment for trial without having been 
given opportunity to make even a showing 
as to the accuracy of its figures, or of the 
fact that it was, at least in its own opinion, 
making an honest effort to comply with the 
law. That was considered an unimportant 
detail to Hitchcock and his spies. 

Of course, the government lost in the 
lower United States court, and now the 
supreme court has pat the stamp of its 
disapproval upon the whole proceeding by 
dismissing the case. 

It is the end of the cheapest fiasco in 
which this government has ever been in- 
volved, and it is to be hoped that never, 
as long as this is a government, will there 
be a repetition of such a disgraceful and 
proceeding from any of its

“Tl had many evidences during my close 
association with Grover Cleveland of his in- 
herent and abiding sense of justice and also 
his willingness to submit to some humila- 
tion and to a good deal of personal sacrifice 
rather than to be instrumental in injuring 
the feelings or the career of anyone,” said 
George F. Parker, who was the biographer 


of Grover Cleveland, to me at a time when | 


he was showing me a 
great mass of letters 
and documents which he 
had received as the ex-’ 
president’s literary ex- 
ecutor. 

“! ‘think, however, 
that the incident which 
most strongly impressed 
upon my mind this 
characteristic of Cleve- 
land was one which is 
associated with the or- 
der which was isued for 
the return of the battle- 
flags to the southern 


states. 
“Tl was chattitf with 


Mr. Cleveland one day 
in his library when he 
sald to me that he had 
been strangely, almost cruelly, misjudged 
with respect to what is‘called the ‘battle- 
flags incident.’ 

“He was amazed, he said, at the 
lence of the attacks which were 
upon him for issuing that order. 
tack which hurt him most came from a 
distinguished politician of the northwest, 
who in his letter of public. protest stated 
that this order had actually been issued 
through Adjutant General Drum, of the 
army. 

“Having made this statement, Mr. Cleve- 
land. looked at me for some moments steadily 
and yet meditatively, as though he were 
wondering whether it was expedient = to 
make me his confidant. Still keeping his 
eyes fixed .upon me he opened a drawer and 
took from it a letter which he asked me to 
read. To my astonishment it was a letter 
from Adjutant General Drum to Mr. Cleve- 
land, in which the adjutant general recom- 
mended that as an act of courtesy and amity 
towards the south it would be worth while 
to issue an order restoring the southern 
battleflags. 

“When I had read the letter I said to Mr. 
Cleveland: ‘Why don’t you, in defense of 
yourself, cause this letter to be published? 
semi-official letter and 
dential communication.’ 

“But Mr. Clevelande shook his 
cisively. He said he would not 
letter public. He had issued the order and 
he would not for an instant do anything 
to divide the responsibility or pass it along 
to someone else. 

“T have seen a great deal of political life

THE CASE OF 
THOMAS GREEN 


Captain Thomas Green, his mate, John 
Madder, and another of his crew, were taken 
to the sands at Leith on the second Wednes- 


day in April, 1705, and were there hanged 


within the floodmark upon a gibbet until 
they were dead. The crime for which they 


were hanged was piracy, robbery and murder. ° 


They may have been guilty of all, but there 
was never any proof brought to that effect. 


Instead they seem to have suffered for 


policy’s sake. — 
Green was condemned for a crime of 
He

committed. ‘It may have been 
committed by persons with whom Green had 
no connection, while Green may have been 
guilty of other misdeeds as bad as that for 
which he was hanged. 

Duncan. Forbes, of Culloden, who later be- 
came president of the court of sessions, be- 
lieved fully in the innocence of Captain 
Green. He wore mourning for Green. and 
attended his funeral at the risk of his own 
life. When the Porteous riot was discussed in 
parliament Forbes arose in nts place and at- 
tested his convictlon that the Captain was 
wrongfully done to death. 

Thomas Green, at the time the accusa- 
tion was made against him, was in charge 
of the “Worcester,” an East Indiaman. On his 
homeward voyage in 1705, ne was forced, 
by stress of weather, to put in at the Forth. 
The Scottish public was in a state of wild 
excitement the still recent seizure of 


have been

the Scotch East Indiaman “Annandale” in 
the Thames. : 

When the “Worcester” :was arrested by 
the way of reprisal, it was rumored that 
the vessel was not the harmless trader she 
professed to be, but while in the East In- 
dies had been engaged in piracy. This 
rumor was strengthened by the talk of a 
drunken sailor and a mate who was at odds 
with Captain Smith. The mate said that a 
ship had been captured and the crew mur- 
dered. ' 

Although 
did not join the crew until a considerable 
time after the incident about which he gave 


.evidence was supposed to have occurred, yet 


the public feeling ran so strong that Cap- 
tain Green and his officers were found guilty 
of piracy and . murder. The charge spe- 
cially named Captain Robert Drummond and 
the crew of the “Speedy Return” as having 
been so robbed and killed. 

There not only no clear evidence 
of conspiracy or murder, but no one was 
able to affirm that Drummond had _ been 
murdered, or that he was even dead. The 
government was afraid of tne riot which 


was 


threatened to break out in case Green and. 


the others were acquitted, and consequently, 
railroaded them to the seaffold. 

Even before the men were executed a 
galley arrived in Scotland on which were 
two men who made affidavit to the effect 
that they belonged to the “Speedy Return.”’ 
They said that while their vessel was lying 
in Port Maritan, Madagascar, Drummond and 
several of the crew being on shore, a large 
bddy of pirates came aboard and seized the 
ship. The pirates put to sea in her, salled 
to Rajapore and there burnt her. They said 
that they were never attacked by the “Wor- 
cester.” 

From another source this story was also 
confirmed, with the additional information 
that Drummond was killed in Tullea, seven 
leagues to the northward of Augustine Bay, 
by a Jamaica negro. It is therefore evident 
that no, matter what may have been the 
character of Green, or what crime might be 
laid to his door, he was not guilty so far 
as the cases of the “Speedy Return” was 
concerned. 

History has very many instances in 
which innocent persons were sacrified to 
satisfy a mob who looked for vengeance in 
some direction. In fact, this case was very 
parallel to that of the Campden mystery, re- 
cently related in this serles, in which three 
people were hanged for killing old Mr. Har- 
rison, who later turned up in perfect health. 
In Green’s as in the Campden case some of 
the accused .confessed their guilt, and yet 
evidence later obtained tends to prove that 
Captain Drummond and his ship and crew 
were all quite safe at the date of the alleged 
piracy of Captain Green.

The following correspondence between 
Professor J. T. Derry and Mr. B. M. Zettler, 
of Atlanta, both well-known confederate 
veterans, grows out of a letter in The Con- 
stitution dg which the former declared the 
civil war decided that “paramount sover- 
eignty rested with the nation.

Editor Constitution: Brother Zettler in 
the following personal letter takes excep- 
tion to my statement that Appomattox set- 
tled the question of paramount sovereignty. 
Since he has given me permission to do so, 
1 send his communication to you, 
with my reply.

Derry, Atlanta—Dear 
interest yo article in this 
Constitution on the California situation. 
the concluding comments it seems to 
a bit inconsistent and yield a point 
has never admitted. 

You say: ‘“‘As has been wel] said, the question 
of paramount sovereignty was G@ecided against us 
at Appomattox.’’ If we admit, as Lincoln claimed, 
that a state could not withdraw from the union, 
and if the states that constituted the southern con- 
federacy were never out of the union, then they were, 
as you say, guilty of treason, and Lee and his fol- 
lowers were all traitors. 

But was the issue of the war the paramount sov- 
ereignty of the state or the general governmen‘? 
Was that the issue between the seceding states and 
those that remained in the union, and was that the 
question decided by the war? We have always held 
differently. We had the right to withdraw: we did 
withdraw and for four years we successfully re- 
sisted the effort of the other states to compel us 
to return to the union. ° 

The only question decided at Appomattox was 
that it was useless to fight longer against the 
superior numbers and resources of the other states. 

We never submitted any question to the arbi-

Railroaes, brokers and 
all agents of distribution receive as much 
toll for handling cheap cotton as for hand- 
ling dear cotton; the bigger the crop the 
more they make. But with the farmer the 
bigger the crop the less the profit—and if 
the crop be big enough tnere will be no 
profit at all. The 16,000,000-bale crop of 
1911 did not pay the producer for his labor; 
the 14,000,000-bale crop of 1912 hardly paid 
more than a fair wage to the actual pro- 
ducer. 

Will the farmer plant cotton just to see 
how much he can raise, or will he plant it 
for profit?

ALABAMA CORN CROP 
SHOWS BIG. INCREASE 


Huntsville, Ala.. May 5.—(Special.) 
Professor J. B. Hobdy, one of the agri- 
cultural experts of the agricultural 
experiment station at Auburn, de- 
livered an address On corn culture at 
the first meeting of the Madison 
County Boys’ Corn club of this sea- 
son. The corn club starts the year 
with more than one hundred contest- 
ants and half of the members attend- 
ed the meeting. 

Professor Hobdy told some of the 
things that have already been accom- 
plished in Alabama and said that the 
corn yield had been increased from 
44,000,000 bushels to 66,000,000 bush- 
els within four years. This has been 
accomplished with an average culti- 
vation in the state only 31-2 inches 
and he believed that if the soll be 
cultivated 7 inches the corn yield in 
Alabama will be 100,000,000 bushels. 
The average yield per acre cultivated 
by corn club boys in Alabama is four 
times the average yield attained by 
the other farmers of the state. There 
were 10,894 corn club boys in Alabama 
last year, Professor Hobdy said. He 
urged great care in seed selection and 
said the farmers should never burn 
their cornstalks, but should turn them 
under in the fall. 


NO SECRET HEARINGS 
IN DIVORCE SUITS 


London, Mav 5.—The possibility of 
secret proceedings in divorce and other 
suits In the United Kingdom was put 
to an end today by a judgment deliv- 
ered by the house of lords, sitting as 
the highest court of appeals. 

The divorce court had adjudged a 
Mrs. Scott guilty of contempt of court 
in circulating among her friends the 
report of a case heard “in camera” in 
which she had been accused of infid- 
elity, but had been vindicated. 

The third lord chancellor’s opinion, 
in which the other law lords concurred¢, 
reverses the judgment for contempt 
of court. ' 

The lord chancellor declares: 

“Every court of justice in the land 
is open to every subject of the king 
and a court has no power to sit other- 
wise than with open doors.”

trial ended tonight. None of the panel 
had been accepted by the defense. 
Johnson is charged with having trans- 
ported Belle Screibner from Pittsburg 
to Chicago for immoral purposes in 
1910. 

Counsel for Johnson, it is said, will 
seek to bar from the jury those who 
admit having convictions against the 
marriage of white women to negroes. 
J. E. Johnson and A. E. Peck, of Au- 
rora, the first two men examined, were 
excused promptly when both declared 
they had decided opinions as to John- 
son’s guilt and strong convictions as to 
the punishment they would mete out 
to him. 

Lucile Cameron Johnson, the fight- 
er’s second white wife, did not appear 
in court, and it was said counsel for 
Johnson will keep her from the court- 
room unless she is called upon to tes- 
tify. 

There are forty-five counts in the 
nine indictments against Johnson, the 
maximum penalty collectively being 
forty-:five years in the penitentiary or 
a fine of $90,000, or both. 


NEW DAY IS DAWNING

New ,Orleans, May 5.—The address 
of Secretary of the Navy Daniels be-

The government nv 
longer can be in partnership with in- 
dividuals, and under the new order 
every section will be given equal jus- 
tice.” 

Secretary Daniels paid a tribute to 
the memory of the tate United States 
Senator John T. Morgan, of Alabama, 
to whose foresight and tireless energy, 
he declared, we are indebted in a large 
measure for the construction of the 
Panama canal.

Senator Works Bitterly Attacks 
Oil Magnate in Opposing His 
$100,000,000 Foundation. 


Washington, May 5.—Efforts in con- 
gress to incorporate the $100,000,000 
Rockefeller foundation were scored to- 
day by Senator Works, who declared 
them a “proposal to ‘farm out’ to John 
D. Rockefeller and his associates the 
right and power to educate the people 
of the country with money accumu- 
lated by criminal means.” Senator 
Works’ Statement was made in connec- 
tion with a speech he delivered in the 
Senate today on trusts and combina- 
tions, the existence of which he blamed 
to’ the high protective tariff policy. 

“The extent to which this may be 
carried out is practically unlimited. 
Che corporations and institutions of 
learning which may be established 
throughout the country in the hands 
of people who will be subservient to 
-he interests and views of Mr. Rocke- 
eller and his associates are without 

“mber or limitation,” said the sen- 
ator. 

“We do not want our children to be 
aught the ways nor the methods of 
John D. Rockefeller or his. kind, nor 
to be generous with ill-gotten gains, 
nor to touch, handle or profit by gold 
hat should blister the fingers of the 
man who has accumulated it by extor- 

on, oppression, and crime, and is now 
attempting to rid himself of it bv giv- 
ing it away, nor to become the receiv- 
ers Of stolen goods in the name and 
under the guise of charity.’ 


IF WAGES ARE REDUCED 
THERE’LL BE A PROBE 


Washington, May 5.—If reductions 
in wages of workingmen follow the 
enactment of the democratic tariff bill, 
the investigating powers of the de- 
partment of commerce will be called 
in to establish whether they are of a 
bona fide nature according to Secre- 
tary Redfield. 

President Wilson has said he would 
try to learn the cause of any reduc- 
tions of pay after passage of the bill 
and to callers today he indicated a 
general approval of Mr. Redfield’s 
ideas. 

Mr. Redfield declared at the white 
house that probably the first inquiry 
would be into the pottery industry for 
which he said representatives had 
been made that a reduction in wages 
would follow changes in duties. 

“We want to see,” said Secretary 
Redfield whether any changes in busi- 
ness, particularly those that affect 
wages, are directly necessary in the 
industries affected or whether some 
business men are just bluffing. In 
other words, we do not feel disposed 
to accept at par statements of the in- 
terests themselves as to the effects of 
the tariff bill, but will make a thor- 
ough investigation through the bureau 
of @omestic and foreign commerce.” 

The secretary indicated that his de- 
partment would observe business in 
general after the tariff bill had gone 
into effect, and if changes in the tariff 
seemed necessary the data collected 
would be a basis for discussion in con- 
gress at later sessions.

ceivers of the defunct Exchange bank 
are the proper parties to bring the suit 
against the stockholders of that Iinsti- 
tution to make up a deficiency of 15 
per cent still due to depositors. 

Several months ago the receivers en- 
tered suit against a number of the 
stockholders for $29 a share on their 
stock to make up-the balance of the 
money needed to pay the depositors. A 
number of the stockholders accepted a 
compromise on the basis of $20 a share, 
but the majority refused and demurred 
to the right of the receivers to bring 
the suit. 

The court also held that the stock- 
holders can be sued for interest on the 
amount still due the depositors from 
July,.1907. The case will be appealed.

New Haven, Conn., May 5.—‘“If we 
are to have free trade let’s have it,” 
said President Wilson Howard Taft, 


| Kent professor of law at Yale, in the 


second of his lectures on questions of 
modern government, at the university 
this afternoon. “Let the party that 
favors it vote for {t. Let's try it.” 

His statement was incidental to a 
discussion of “‘the necessity of the po- 
litical party to efficient legislation.” 

The three objects of “the new school 
of political thinkers who styl2 them- 
selves progressives,” said Professor 
Taft, “are to prevent corruption of 
government by corporation interests, 
to create an equality of opportunity 
for all men, and to equalize propesty 
holdings to some extent. Persons who 
don't concur with this school in the 
exact method of arriving at the true 
purpose of popular government which 
is to - make for the happiness of all the 
people, are called reactionaries. 

“Those of us who fall in this cate- 
gory must be content, but we inust 
never cease fighting.”’ 

Professor Taft expressed the belief 
that the sentiment for radical changes 
in the method of government would 
recede, and that the result would be a 
happy medium between the old methoi 
and the new. 

Emphasizing the necessity for polit- 
ical parties the former president said: 

“Popular government is impossible 
without parties. A group of men who 
are willing to sacrifice minor details 
for the sake of a consistent course for 
the accomplishment of a few main 
things is necessary for efficienrs ‘tn 
government.” 3

BRAZIL DEALS BLOW 
AT AMERICAN TRADE 


Washington, May 5.—American 


manufacturers probably have lost a 
flour trade amuonting to $3,000.000 a 
year as well as a lucrative business 
in cement, typewriters, machinery and 
other products as a result of the Bra- 
zillan government resentment at the 
breaking up of the Brazilian coffee 
valorization scheme by the department 
of justice. After several conferences 
with state department officials Bra- 
Zilian Ambassador Dagama let it be 
known today that his country in fu- 
ture would decline to extend the 30 
rer cent differential {n customs dues 
which until April 9 was allowed on 
their Americ.n products. 

Without the differential, it is said, 
the American prodrcers will not be 
able to compete with those in Argen- 
tina and Argentine millers are ex- 
pected to contro] the Brazilian flour 
market, 

There has been no commercial 
treaty between the United States and 
Brazil since 1841, but negotiations 
from time to time had resulted in the 
tariff differenajals, under which manu- 
facturers in this country had bullt up 
an extensive trade. 

Brazil’s claim is that this differ- 
ential was allowed with the express 
understanding that America was not 
to impose any harrassing or discrimi- 
natory tax upon her exports to the 
United States. The action of the de- 
partment of justice recently in seiz- 
ing 920,000 bags of coffe eheld by the 
valorization committee in this coun- 
try and compelling its sale contrary 
to the plans of the committee, is re- 
garded as a violation of this under- 
standing. The Brazilians not only are 
planning a new valorization project, 
but the committee Is still holding 3,- 
000,000 bags of coffee in Europe to 
market at its pleasure. 

Casting about for means to con- 
tinue the differential, Americans have 
urged the state department to retali- 
ate by recommending to congress the 
imposition of duties on Brazilian cof- 
fee and rubber, imported to America 
im enormous quantities. It is under- 
stood, however, that the Brazillans 
confidently believe Americans must 
have these commodities at any cost, 
so that either the middle man or the 
ultimate consumer must pay any tariff

“The committee further finds that 
upon several] occasions Alderman 
Ragsdale has acted for the city in the 
sale of condemned stock by the vari- 
ous departments, In every

“We further find that Maddox was 
requested and urged by the contrac- 
tors to make bids for the excavations 
in question; that before Maddox made 
any such bids he sought the advice of 
the city attorney to ascertain whether 
or not he could legally make bids upon 
the work in question, in view of the 
fact that at that time he was an alder- 
man of the city. 

“Maddox did not violate the code fn 
question, and that he did not do any- 
thing which, under the charter of the 
city, the ordinances of the same, and 
the code of the state he could not 
legally do. 

Maddox Is Cleared. 

“Your committee finds that, with the 
exception of the matters set forth, 
Alderman Maddox [hss not performed 
any other work in which the city was 
interested. 

“As to the 
Alderman Ragsdale, 
Submits the following: 

“From the evidence 
appears that Alderman 
several years before his 
member of the general council, formn a 
partnership with J. R. Lawhon, that 
this partnership wus what known 
in law as a limited partnership: that 
Alderman Ragsdale had nothing what- 
soever to do with the management of 
the business of Lawhon & Co.; that he 
knew nothing of the business of Law- 
hon & Co. except incidentally; that 
the business was run entirely Sepa- 
rate from that of the main business 
of Alderman Ragsdale; that iugsdale 
had nothing whatever to do with the 
purchase or sale of any stock pur- 
chased or sold by Lawhon «& ¢ that 
he had no control over the business, 
and had no right, under the partner- 
ship agreement, to direct or control 
the same, but that he did oh numerous 
occasions request J. R..Rawhon not to 
have any dealings with the city, and 
when approached at various 
times by officers of the city for the 
purpose of purchasing stock for the 
use of the city, that Ragsdale declined 
to have anything to do with the same 
and likewise requested them to go 
elsewhere than to Lawhon & Co. 

Ragsdale Made Objection. 

“It appears. from the evidence that 
upon one occasion, when Alderman 
Ragsdale learned that.the firm of Law- 
hon & Co. were being sought to secure 
stock by an official of the city, that 
Ragsdale personally objected to J. R. 
Lawhon, but was told by Lawhon that 
this was not a matter with which 
Ragsdale had any interest, that he, 
Luwhon. was running that business, 
and wus responsible for it, and that 
Ragsdale had nothing whatsoever to 
do with it. As far as your committee 
was able to ascertain from many wit- 
nesses called before it, no sale of stock 
was ever made to the city by Lawhon 
& Co. of which Alderman Ragsdale 
had any knowledge with the exception 
ef certain sales to the construction de- 
partment, in 1911. 

“We find from the 
after this sale was 

aid to J. R. Lawhon part of the 
rurchase money for ten mules which 
were purchased -from.lLawhon by the 
construction department, assisted by 


taken at the special request of the 
mayor and council. In each 
he succeeded, according to all the evi- 
dence submitted, in getting better 
prices than the city was entitled to; 
that in every instance the city profit- 
ed largely by the fidelity and ability 
of Alderman Ragsdale and in no in- 
stance did any benefit whatsoever ac- 
crue to said Ragsdale from the trans- 
actions in question. 

“In two instances where money was 
paid to the Ragsdale company it ap- 
pears that One voucher was to repay 
certain freight charges paid for the 
city by the Ragsdale company as a 
favor to the city. It appears that the 
chief of the fire department bought 
horses for the department -in 
Louis; that, in order to obtain a cheap 
freight rate to Atlanta on said horses, 
the .sald chlef obtained permission 
from a son of Alderman Ragerdale tv 
ship these horses to Atlanta at 
load in a car of horses being 
shipped the Ragsdale company. 
Atlanta By shipping the horses in 
this way the city was able to get the 
_ benefit of the carload rate. We can- 
not find anything whatever to eriti- 
cige in this transaction. 

City Paid Actua] Coat, 

“We find that the mules gold for 
the city by request of the mayer ard 
counci] were at the barn of the Rags- 
dale company and it was necessary to 
feed the same and that the actual cost 
of feed was paid by the city to this 
company. A careful examination of 
every act of Alderman Ragsdale tin 
connection with the various transac- 
tions with which he has been  con- 
nected all show the act of a faithful, 
honest, conscientious officer of the 
city, doing far more for the city than 
duty required him to do, and do- 
ing these acts for the sole purpose of 
helping the city, and, so far as it was 
possible for us to ascertain, at a great 
luss Of both time and money to him- 
self, 

Charges Against Spratling. 

“As to the charges against Alderman 
Spratling, we find that, prior to his 
nemination tn 1910, he did secure loans 
from three gentlemen, all of whom 
had been his persona: friends for 
many years, but who were engaged, as 
charged, in the near-beer business. 
These loans, aS appears from all of 
the evidence, were secured prior to 
the nomination of Spratling to the 
aldermanic board. They were obtained 
without any reprensentations whatso- 
ever being made, cr any promises of 
any sort, to either of the gentlemen. 
They were purely personal matters, as 
testified to by each. It appears from 
the evidence that Alderman Spratling 
never had any promise of appoint- 
ment to the chairmanship of the police 
committee from the mayor, even after 
his election as alderman. 

“It further appears that when it was 
ascertained by the mayor-elect (Winn) 
that Alderman Spratling was under 
personal obligations tg the gentlemen 
in question, that the mayor declined 
to make the appointment to member- 
ship on the committee.”

alleged club are guilty, and should be brought 
to trial. 

[ ‘want again to call your special attention to 
keeping open tippling htuses on the Sabbath 
day. Every club, no matter how well organized 
and operated, within the law, is a tippling house 
if the members are permitted to assemble there 
on, Sunday and drink intoxicating) liquonm. Even 
a private citizen would be guilty of keeping a 
tippling house on the Sabbath day if he allows 
his friends and neighbors to assemble in his 
parlor and drink intoxicating liquors on Sunday, 
and this would be true, even if he furnished the 
liquor free, or allowed those who assembled to 
bring it with them. I charge you to look closely 
into this matter. 

I wish to invite your careful attention to the 
law against carrying concealed weapons. No mauq, 
under the law, has @ right to carry a concealed 
weapon. Officers of the law may openly carry 
them, and private persons may carry them openly 
by obtaining a license, but nobody has a right 
to carfy a deadly weapon concealed. This is a 
free country, and life and person ought to be 
safe in it.
